IMP’S DASH STAKES. 



The Dash Stakes, ^1,000 added; seven furlongs 
for 3-year-olds and upwards, worth to the win- 
ner $1,085, to the second $200, to the third $100, 
was the feature at Hawthorne yesterday. It 
was a penalty and allowance race, five pounds 
below the scale and was won by Imp, who car- 
ried one pound less than weight for age. May 
V/. was within two lengths of Imp at the finish 
and a like distance behind her was Lady Ellers- 
lie, third. All of the starters except Traverser 
had weight off, i. e.. Lady Ellerslie, 17 ; May W, 
17 ; Imp, 1, and Belle of Memphis, 17. Traverser 
carried three pounds overweight for age, he 
having the extreme penalty (eight pounds) for 
winning valuable stakes in California. The 
day was a perfect one for racing and the track 
was dry but not fast. The attendance was 
above the average. 

Imp opened at 3 to 5, Belle of Memphis 4 to 1, 
May W. 5 to 1, Traverser 15 to 1, Lady Ellerslie 
20 to 1. Mr. Bradley backed his great three- 
year-old liberally. Tony Licalzi scratched 
^ Donna Rita and substituted Lady Ellerslie. 

trroll at one stage laid $30 against $100 
Imp a place, and the 3 to 5 was posted every- 
where at post time. The public backed the 
favorite heavily, the remark being “They can 
not beat her.” Mr. Bruen was unfortunate, as 
Belle of Memphis whirled as the gate went up 
and was left standing still. Traverser delayed 
the start, refusing to join the horses, and finally 
got off three open lengths behind the others. 
May W. broke quickest, but did not long retain 
the lead. Traverser led at the end of the first 
half. Imp second, lapped on, the others within 
two lengths. Traverser stopping to nothing in 
the homestretch. Imp was winning handily at 
the final eighth. Lady Ellerslie chasing her, 
when Holden, who had “placed” May W., came 
with a rush and forced Rutter on the favorite 
to hunch along. “May W. wins!” was the cry, 
but at the finish Imp was drawing away. 
Traverser finished three lengths back of Lady 
Ellerslie. 

Seventeen ordinary selling platers entered to 
be sold each for $200 contested the first race. 
Billy Fischer, a horse said to have not started 
before this year, was a ‘hot one” and was 
backed from 20 down to 8 to 1. “Vir- 
ginia” Bradley’s Second Chance was knocked 
from 60 down to 20 to 1, and flattered his sup- 
porters when at the last eighth he was close to 
C. H. Whelan. Billy Fischer, however, did 
nothing. Aunt Mary was always the favorite 
and to a fair start, after considerable delay, 
she took command and opened a, big gap on the 
upper turn and into the homestretch. Soon she 
showed a disposition to jump the outside fence, 
and as Beauchamp was unable to control her 
her chance was destroyed before the betting 
ring,was reached. C. H. Whelan, always sec- 
ond, now took the lead and won, whipped out 
from the last sixteenth post, from Treeby who 
was hurried by Sugar Cane. 

Espionage improved wonderfully over her last 
race, and, getting off in front for the sec- 
ond race, was aided by a bumping match be- 
hind, which destroyed the chances of Jolly 
R - (he was lengths behind all others except 
B rounding the upper turn) and Survivor. 

Bloss had the favorite “in his lap” all the way, 
and when Harry Nutter came to her at the last 
sixteenth she drew away and won as she pleased 
from Survivor, who ran a remarkable race and 
nipped Harry Nutter for the place. Our Nellie 
was second up the backstretch and finished 
well up fourth. Sea Lion looked dangerous the 
first half, but quit and finished fifth, several 
lengths back of Our Nellie. 

The crowd warmed up and rpeculation was 
brisk on the fourth raco, about which there 



were nearly as many tips as there were starters. 
Uarda was always the favorite and she would 
have won but for interference on the first turn. 
It appears that latter day jockeys are mostly 
bred from drivers of vans and beer wagons, so 
commonly seen cutting off trolley and cable 
cars, and therefore they cannot bo blamed for 
getting in the way. The start was delayed be- 
cause of the bad actions of Lena, who 
finally was placed by the starter on 
the outside rail where there was plenty 
of room. When the field was dispatched 
E^mpden was in the rear as also Tom 
Calvert. The latter stayed where he was. 
Around into the backstretch Moncreith, Mar- 
cato, Lena was the order of the leaders. Mar- 
cato s jon took command but was dispossessed 
by Babieca, (Wonderful! this horse was beaten 
off at his last start) who led to the last eighth 
post. Moncreith held second position at the turn 
for home, but died coming home (he has always 
been considered a stretch runner). Lena was 
third and Hampden fourth. A rally at this 
spot, where Babieca disappeared, showed Lena 
in front and apparently winning, when from 
the rear came Prince Blazes and Uarda “racing 
over horses” and they ran first atd second in a 
driving finish, Lena third. 

A sensation was furnished by W’. B. Sink 
when his colors came home first on Alvarado 
II., who finished alone in the hurdle race. Once 
the Liverpool Grand National Steeplechase 
was won by a comparatively untried horse, Vol- 
uptuary, and ever since it has been the fashion 
to send a fast horse over the hurdles, taking a 
chance that he will jump, in which event he 
must beat the cattle commonly known as hurdle 
horses. So here the tip was that if Alvarado II. 
got safely over the first hurdle he would win. 
His price was as long as 8 to 1, but ho wont to 
the post at 4 to 1. The smoko held in by the 
lowering clouds threatened darkness, and Judge 
Rees allowed loss time than usual for bookmak- 
ing, and as the horses delayed the start rang 
the bell which means “turn ’em loose.” Obed- 
iently Bruen let go and the horses passed the 
stand well together with the exception of 
Alvarado II., who was six lengths bshind all the 
others. Corrigan’s Jezebel, Marble and Proverb 
raced away from the others. Uncle Jim was 
fourth at the middle of the backstretch. Colors 
could not be distinguished, but soon a horse 
ran past all the others. This was Alvarado II,, 
and the race was over. Proverb was second, 
S3veral lengths away. Uncle Jim two lengths 
behind him, Marble well up, and the others 
beaten off. 

Although the last race was run at 5 :05 it was 
so dark that from the time the horses left the 
far turn until they struck the straight only a 
faint moving shadow of the bunch could be 
seen. Silver Set led away from the post but soon 
Loyaletta went on and won all the way, finish- 
ing alone, pulling up, by five lengths from 
Warren Point, second, he beating Teeta May 
an open length. Agitator was left standing 
still at the post. 

There* were twenty regular and two field 
books. 

The entry of Agitator, Belle of Memphis and 
Lena will be refused hereafter. 

J. McDonald has been suspended for the meet- 
ing for his ride on Wilson Tuesday. 

Etiward Corrigan’s injuries are much more 
serious than was at first supposed. Yesterday 
all visitors were denied admittance, as the 
injured man is apt to talk and this brings on a 
spell of coughing, detrimental to the healing of 
the sore chest.

AVHAT ER LOU AND FOUND. 



The opportunity to purchase such proved 
good racehorses as John Huffman will send 
under the auctioneer’s hammer at Hawthorne 
next Saturday is not often presented to turf- 
men. What er Lou has conclusively demon- 
strated this year that he is in the first flight of 
the western handicap division. He has all the 
requisites of a good racehorse, being fast, game, 
a good weight carrier and at home on either a 
fast or a heavy track. 

What er Lou’s first start this year was in the 
Inaugural Handicap at St. Louis, which he won 
over a slow track in 1 :45, beating Harry Duke, 
Dr. Sheppard, Fervor, The Elector, Buckvidere. 
Timemaker and four others. His next essay 
was in the Club Members’ Handicap over the 
same track, in which he defeated Lieber Karl, 
Elusive, Counter Tenor and Our Chance, doing 
the mile and a quarter in 2:08. In the Laurel 
Stake, St. Louis, he was a good third to Ed Far- 
rell and Gibraltar, six furlongs, in the fast time 
of 1 :13I. He then was next started in the Oak- 
wood Handicap at Washington Park, for which 
Fervor beat him a head in such startling time as 
1 :511 for nine furlongs. Imp, Timemaker, Judge 
Denny and Bannockburn being behind the 
pair. 

It was truly a grand race. What er Lou carried 
108 to Fervor’s 103 pounds. His next race was still 
more remarkable, it being in the Great Western 
Handicap, in which he ran second to Goodrich 
at a mile and a half, done in the unprecedented 
time of 2 :3Ci. Morte Fonse, then in rare form, 
Bing Binger and Candelaria were the other 
starters. It was a race that will probably be 
unmatched for years to come. The colt started 
in the Wheeler Handicap, won by Algol, but 
was pulled up because of the bursting of a big 
boil deep in his nostril, the occurrence leading 
to the report that he had burst a blood vessel, 
which was not true. Since then What er Lou 
has started in four races, of which he easily 
won three and was nosed out by Cherry Leaf in 
the other through his jockey’s mistake. 

Found is an extremely fast filly with light 
weight up. Horses that can run a mile in 1 :40 
or thereabouts are scarce articles, but Found 
can do it sure. At St. Loius she defeated 
Crocket, Gold Band and other fast ones seven 
furlongs in 1 :274. At Washington Park she won 
at a mile in 1 :40i “in a gallop.” Later on at 
Harlem she beat Yuba Dam, Madrilene and 
others at a mile in 1 :40l. In the mud she is as 
good as the best. Her victories this year have 
been numerous and any condition of track or 
weather seem to suit her. Allowing for 
natural improvement. Found should be a great 
bread winner next year. 

Dare II. is not as reliable as the foregoing 
pair and yet he is a very fast racehorse, as his 
mile in 1 :41 over the comparatively slow Haw- 
thorne track August 11 well showed. When he 
was a 2-year-old Dare II. was about as good as 
Algol, Ornament and Typhoon II. and is quite 
liable to yet return to his high class form of 
1896. His recent running has been such as to 
suggest something of the sort. 

Marzella has run so much over Chicago tracks 
that her rating as a racer is well established in 
the minds of local turf patrons. She is only a 
speedy selling plater, but one that has often 
won and no doubt will often do so again. She 
is worth a good chunk of anybody’s money be- * 
cause rightly placed, she is sure to return it 
with good interest.
